As a guard against pipe-rupturing, the 
dented pipe must have no cut tears, sharp 
crimps, or otherwise weakened areas. Re- 
stored pipe is likely to bend easier at the 
point of damage than new pipe if picked up 
uddenly at one end while it is full of water 

It is estimated the special plugs would 
cost about $100 a pair, probably too much 
for the average irrigation farmer. However 
it may be practical for someone to offer this 
service on a custom basis 


KEEP EGG 
QUALITY UP 


By following a few simple rules, you can 
maintain the quality of the freshly-laid egg 
quite easily. A Rutgers University poultry- 
man says that low temperatures of 50 to 60 
degrees and a relative humidity of 70 to 80 
per cent are still the standards and should 
be maintained from farm to table 

John C. Taylor urges producers to follow 
this check list 

1. One nest for every five birds 

2. Clean nests at least once a week 

4. Collect eggs at least four times a day 

1, Cool rapidly in refrigerated, air-condi 
tioned egg rooms 

5. Not more than 10 dozen eggs to a 
basket 

6. Pack in pre-conditioned, cool, humidified 
ases and fillers 

7. Market twice a week or oftener

your farm

TO CONTROL 
SHEEP PARASITES 


With a little special care, it will be easy 
to control internal and external parasites in 
your sheep this summer 

A dip or spray after shearing will control 
external parasites. A common recommenda- 
tion is to use a solution of 1 pound of 50 
per cent DDT in 30 gallons of water for 
either dip or spray. Be sure to wait until 
shear cuts have healed. Cover the animals 
thoroughly if you spray. Lf the dip method

is used, dip lambs in a barrel or tank of 
the solution. 

Phenothiazine will give good control of in- 
ternal parasites. Treat each mature ewe in 
the spring and fall with 1 ounce of pheno- 
thiazine. Give each lamb of an ounce only 
in the fall 

You can use a drench or a capsule for this 
treatment, or you can mix 1 ounce of pheno- 
thiazine in each pound of finely-ground feed 
until each ewe has eaten a pound of the 
feed. Provide plenty of trough space 

For summer control of parasites on pas- 
ture, mix 1 pound of phenothiazine with 
each 10 pounds of salt, and keep the mixture 
always available. Protect it from rain or the 
salt will dissolve and leave too heavy a con- 
centration of phenothiazine 


CHECK WEATHER 
WHEN SHIPPING HOGS 


Be sure to watch the weather forecasts 
if you plan to market hogs. ‘“Death-dealing” 
hot spells for hogs in transit come as early 
as March and are certain to occur during 
the months of April, May, and June. Con- 
trary to what might be expected, Livestock 
Conservation, Inc., says greater losses occu! 
per 1,000 hogs shipped in April, May, and 
June than in July, August, and September 

Hogs cannot sweat at any time of the 
year, but apparently shippers make better 
provisions for keeping them cool in extremely 
hot weather than they do in late spring and 
early summer, when early hot spells arrive 

Apparently hogs develop a degree of im 
munity, or at least tolerance for heat, later 
in the year. However, relatively slight rises 
in temperature in the earlier part of the 
eason result in extreme increases of dead 
hogs per thousand shipped. At one market 
last April, the death rate averaged nearly 
three times as high for the days when the 





high temperature was 75 degrees or above 
s&s for the days when the thermomete! 
tayed below 65 degrees 

You can increase hog profits by practicing 
the following proved precautions for ship 
ping hogs during hot spells 


1. Sort early to permit hogs to cool off 
ind quiet down before loading 

2. Load quietly Use a sturdy loading 
chute, preferably a stair-step type 

3. Load one or two less when the tem- 
perature is over 65 degrees

VER a 5-year period, 83 Illinois farm- 
() ers realized an average $3 return for 
every $1 invested in June for con- 

trolling corn borers with insecticides. These 
were actual farm operations, not experi 
mental plots. In most instances, these farm- 
ers studied their problem and applied insec- 
ticidés where and when it was necessary 
The average savings in yield was 7 bushels 
of corn per acre, or almost 7% per cent of 
their total yields 

No insecticides on the market will kill all 
the borers in a field, but when used properly 
they will give good control. However, unless 
they are applied to the right fields at the 
right time, the control program can easily 
be a non-profit operation. If the farmer 
knows when to apply insecticides and what 
degree of infestation will warrant treatment, 
he can proceed on a sound basis 
Unfortunately, a farmer cannot wait until 
the borers are full grown before deciding to 
treat The decision of what to treat and 
vhen must be made when the borers are 
till small.

Use tassel ratio 


Illinois entomologists have developed a 
imple method of measuring this relation- 
ship. It is called the tassel ratio index. 
Tassel ratio is a yardstick to measure plant 
growth. It compares the height of the de- 
veloping tassel inside the plant to the height 
of the extended plant. The tassel ratio of a 
field can easily be determined, and then de- 
cisions for when to apply insecticides can be 
made correctly

or more gallons of water is very effective as a control for borer. 


To get tassel ratio, cut the corn stalk off 
at -the base where the main roots join the 
stalk. Measure the stalk from the base to 
the tip of the longest leaf when it is extend 
ed upward, Then slit the plant lengthwise 
to expose the developing tassel and measure 
from the base of the stalk to the very tip of 
the tassel. 

Now divide the height of the tassel by the 
height of the plant and multiply by 100. The 
answer is the tassel ratio 

For example, suppose the height of the 
plant is 50 inches, and the height of the 
tassel is 15 inches. Fifteen divided by 50 is 
3, and when multiplied by 100 gives a tassel 
ratio of 30 

15 inches 
- a 3 * 100 30 
50 inches 

All the plants in a field will not have the 
same tassel ratio at the same time. How 
ver, taking the average of 5 to 10 repre- 
sentative plants gives a very accurate index 


Kill at right time 


After tassel ratio is determined in a field 
it is necessary to interpret its meaning in 
terms of corn borer survival. Few borers 
will survive in corn with a ratio of less than 
20. Borers hatching on corn plants in this 
early stage of growth feed for a day or two 
and then die. The plant lacks something the 
borer needs to survive. For this reason it is 
not necessary to treat corn with a ratio of 
less than 20, as the borers will die anyway 

After a tassel ratio of 20, the corn be 
comes more favorable and the number of 
borers that survive from each egg mass i 
crease as the ratio moves from 20 to 60 
During this period most of the corn borer: 
are feeding in the whorl and developing tas 
sel. They are very susceptible to a treatment 
of insecticide. To get best control, apply the 
treatment between tassel ratio 30 and 50

Unfortunately, 
however, these insect friends of 
ours generally do not build up 
soon enough to prevent serious 
aphid damage and many farmers 
have to resort to insecticides 

Whenever insecticides are to be 
used, the population of natural 
enemies of the aphid must first be 
evaluated, If very few are pres- 
ent, the insecticide can be used 
However, if damage is already se- 
vere and the natural enemies are 
present in great numbers, the ad- 
visability of using insecticides may 
be questionable 


Kill with chemicals... 


When insecticides are used, 
thoroughness of application is im- 
perative. Coverage of the entire 
field is necessary. With the re- 
productive ability of the insect, 
any areas in a field which are 
missed will soon produce enough 
aphids to reinfest the entire field 

If applications are not correct, 
a sprickling of aphids over the 
field will survive and the aphid 
population will soon build back 
to its original population. If many 
fields in the neighborhood are in 
fested and not treated, winged 
aphids will fly in and soon rebuild 
the population in the treated field 
to its original proportions 

Two chemicals, % to 1 pound 
of malathion, or % pound of para- 
thion, per acre, have controlled 
this pest effectively on hay crops, 
if applied when air temperatures 
are above 60 degrees. Parathion 
should be applied by experienced 
or professional applicators with 
airplane or ground sprayers. This 
insecticide is also very hard on 
the natural enemies 
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Allow 15 days to elapse between 
treatment and harvest for hay or 
pasture. Malathion is not so se- 
vere as parathion on the natural 
enemies. One week to two weeks 
should elapse between treatment 
and harvest for hay or pasture 

Insecticides are now being de- 
veloped to apply to alfalfa seed. 
These will protect the new seed- 
lings for about three weeks. Thus, 
we can get some relief for the 
little seedling plants 

Systemic insecticides may be of 
use in controlling these pests 
The chemical is taken into the 
plant sap, kills aphids feeding on 
the plant, and has little effect on 
the natural enemies, This, although 
not yet cleared officially, prom- 
ises to be of great value in con- 
trolling these pests 

Since conditions vary from state 
to state, consult your county ag- 
ricultural agent who represents 
your agricultural college or con- 
sult the entomologists of your 
own state agricultural extension 
service and experiment station for 
the details of the problem as it 
exists in your own area

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FARM PEACE SHATTERED 


LL was peaceful on the farm legislative 
front until early May. Everyone assumed 


that little of significance would occur or 
farm programs in 1957. 
Early in May, Secretary of Agriculture 


Benson rippled the farm policy waters with 
a long letter to the Senate Committee on 
Agriculture. In it he stated that the national 
farm program needed a drastic overhaul 


Few people disagreed. Since, however, he 
made no specific recommendations for change 
most people assumed specific action would be 
delayed for several months at 

The week of May 13, however, was a pe 
riod of major upheaval. First, the Subcom- 
mittee on Agricultural Appropriations in the 
House of Representatives that the 
present price support program and Soil Bank 
program had failed to accomplish the objec 
desired for American agriculture. A 
form of domestic parity was suggested as a 
replacement 

Even more surprising was the action of 
the entire House of Representatives, May 15 
as it voted 192 to 187, approving an amend 
ment barring any acreage reserve Soil Bank 
payments to farmers in 1958

strong to result in this drastic action. Only 
slightly less significant is the obvious sign 


that powerful members of Congress are look 
ing with increased favor on form of 
domestic parity as a farm program 

On the other side of the fence, Secretary 
Benson is being cool to domestic 
parity. He that the administration 
has rejected such plans before and further 
stated that other nations would regard the 
surplus exports as “dumping,” and that the 
two-price plan would burden or 
low-income consumers. 

To us, the Secretary’s reasons for oppos 
ing domestic parity are not valid. The Under 
secretary of State was quoted in the Con 
gressional Record, as early as three years 
ago, preferring a properly drawn two-price 
proposal to the present type of price support 
program insofar as international relations ar 
concerned. 

The concern of the Secretary for low 
income consumers is understandable, but no 
necessarily logical 

If there is still a problem of the low- 
income consumer, it does not necessarily fol 
low that all American agriculture must con 
tinue on a depressed income to satisfy the 
economic of a few. The low-income 
consumer’s needs can much more satisfa 
torily be handled through a food stamp pro 
gram, which has been long advocated by 
many responsible farm leaders

Learn the common feeds 


We pointed out in the last issue 
how the feeds can be divided into 
four groups, with the feeds in any 
group very similar to one another 
as far as protein is concerned 
And they are very easy to re- 
member 

The low-protein group takes in 
al) of the farm grown grains. The 
medium-protein group includes all 
of the wheat mill feeds The me 
dium - high - protein group will i 
clude the brewery and distiller 
feeds and corn gluten feed. The 
high-protein group will include all 
of the oil meals, corn gluten mea! 
and fish meal or meat scraps whict 
are occasionally used in  dair 
feeds. It includes also the high 
protein supplements commercially 
manufactured 

In any of these groups, we car 
substitute one feed for inother 
without making much difference 
in the protein level in our mix 
Now let’s see how we can put 
these together to make up the 
kind of grain mix we need 


Can use group formulas 


Suppose we have _ top-quality 
early-cut, leafy alfalfa or clover 
hay. Possibly we may be feeding 
grass silage with it. Or the cows 
may be on good, lush pasture. Any 
of these would give the cows high 
protein forage 

They will need only 8 to 11 per 
cent protein in their grain mix 
And this is an easy one to figure 
out. Any of the farm grains wil 
fall in this range, so any combina 
tion of ordinary grains will do. It 
might be corn and oats, half and 
half, or two-thirds corn and one 
third oats. Or milo, barley 
wheat could take the place of the 
corn or oats. 

Any or all of the grains in any 
proportion could be used, depend 
ing on which you might have, and 
how much of each 

If the roughages average out as 
only medium protein, the home 
grains will not quite do the job 
alone. A grain mix running up in 
the range of 11 to 14 per cent 
protein is needed 

This is a very common situatior 
The legume or legume, grass mixed 
hay often is not up to top quality 
or it may be fed along with corr 
silage. In this case our farm grains 
need some help from feeds higher 
in protein. This can be done, ei 
ther with a little of the high-pro 
tein meals, or with a greate 
amount of the medium-or mediun 
high-protein feeds. 

Here are some proportions that 
may be used, selecting the feed 
from each group that give the best 
values for the money. The figures

The Illinois work is not con- 
sidered complete, but the results 
to date are encouraging. The room 
temperature storage program is 
relatively cheap as compared to 
the cost of frozen semen or even 
liquid semen which must be main- 
tained at 40 degrees or below 
Most sires can be collected weekly. 


The use of room temperature 
storage could permit full utiliza 
tion of semen, make possible se 
lected matings, and allow economi 


cal shipping long distances because 
refrigeration is not a problem 
While we have outlined the gen- 
eral process of preparing semen 
for room temperature storage it 
is not to be construed as a simple 


process. Laboratory facilities and 


experience are necessary for suc- 
cessful storage 
The process and the LV.T. di- 


luter are being protected by patent 
rights so far as the sale and man- 
ufacture of the materials by com- 
mercial firms is concerned. The 
artificial insemination industry will 


have free use of the knowleige 
gained and may use the process as 
another research accomplishment 
The research which made the 
development of room storage of 
semen ‘possible was aided by

males The incident resulted in 


two badly-infected herds and great 


economic loss to both dairymen.

Placin " enerous supply of 
salt om a flat rock or on the 
ground once a week is not good 
practice The salt, plain or min- 
eralized, hould preferably be pro- 
vided in a container with a roof 





on it and placed in a convenient 
location near the water supply 
and roughage rack. 


Observing heats—breeding 


If the heifers are of 
age, they should be 
checked. Even then 
periods will be missed. 
for observing heats 
made at least twice daily if the 
heifers are to be bred on time 
A substitute measure is turning a 
healthy young bull out with a few 
virgin heifers. It is important 
that the bull has not serviced ma- 
ture cows naturally before placing 
him with the heifers. 

While checking for heats, 
whether they are regular or

ular. Watch for pending abortions 
indicated by early udder develop- 
ment or swollen vulva. Have the 
bred heifers checked for preg- 


nancy by your veterinarian before 


they are turned out to pasture 
Those bred on pasture should be 
checked a month or so later 

Don’t let the summer go by 
only to find out during the fall 
or winter that one or more of the 
heifers are not with calf. If you 
notice self-sucking or one heifer 
nursing another, remove the of- 
fender immediately or apply an 
anti-sucking device. 

Observe individuals for lame- 
ness. If foot rot is suspected, or 
there is evidence of sickness or 


infection, obtain professional serv- 
ice or advice at once 


If mudholes persist, it may be 


advisable to fence them off or fill 
them in with gravel. Also fence 
off pools of stagnant water from 
which heifers are likely to drink. 

Shade is important for protec- 
tion against the hot sun, If trees 


are absent, an inexpensive shed or 


lean-to is a good investment. Fol- 
lowing electric storms, check for 
injury or death from lightning 

Summertime is a busy period on 
the farm. Heifers on pasture are 
liable to be neglected uniess we 
include them in our routine pro- 
gram A successful program in- 
cludes these considerations 

1. Maintain good pasture fences. 


2. Have available a constant 
supply of fresh water 

3. Provide salt, preferably min- 
eralized salt in a covered con- 
tainer in a convenient place 

4. If miner are necessary, 
make provision for a constant sup- 
ply in a similar manner 

5. Supply grain and 
tary roughage if pasture is inade- 
quate. Preferably replenish these 
items daily with a fresh supply. 

6. Observe heats closely 

7. Observe carefully for udder
